Milestones 


The  David  Campbell  place,  better  known  as  the  "Bill  Fox  House",  lo- 
cated on  River  Road,  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  January. 

A  Fire  Code  was  adopted  at  March  Town  Meeting. 

A  new  Police  Cruiser  was  delivered  in  April. 

A  new  American-LaFrance  fire  truck  was  delivered  in  May  and  a  new 
reel  truck  was  put  into  operation  by  the  New  Boston  Fire  Dept. 

The  Ground  Breaking  for  the  new  addition  to  the  Whipple  Free 
Library  was  held  in  June.  The  project  was  not  completed  or  accepted  by 
the  town  as  of  December  31,  1981. 

Artemus  Boulter,  New  Boston's  oldest  citizen,  died  on  May  25  at  the 
age  of  98.  He  had  been  the  holder  of  the  Boston  Post  gold-headed  cane. 
William  0.  Mason,  who  is  now  New  Boston's  oldest  citizen,  was  presented 
the  cane  during  the  July  4  celebration. 

A  plaque  was  mounted  on  a  granite  marker  located  in  the  playground 
in  memory  of  Leroy  Lowell  who  presided  over  the  Playground  Associa- 
tion for  many  years.  Dedication  ceremonies  were  held  during  the  July  4 
celebration.

MINUTES  TOWN  MEETING 
March  10,  1981 

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:00  a.m.  by  Assistant  Moderator 
David  Woodbury  who  had  been  duly  sworn  in  by  the  Town  Clerk  and 
would  be  serving  as  Moderator  during  the  voting  hours  in  the  absence  of 
Moderator  David  L.  Nixon.  The  Lord's  Prayer  was  led  by  State  Represen- 
tative Roland  Sallada  and  the  visiting  fourth  grade  class  of  Miss  Betsey 
Dodge  led  the  assembled  group  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance. 

Articles  1  and  2  of  the  1981  Town  Warrant  were  read  by  the  Assistant 
Moderator.  The  polls  were  opened  and  work  commenced  under  these 
articles.  The  remainder  of  the  Warrant  was  to  be  acted  upon  at  7:00  p.m. 
Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.

The  polls  were  closed  at  7:00  p.m.  by  Moderator  David  L.  Nixon  and 
the  evening  business  meeting  commenced.  The  Lord's  Prayer  was  led  by 
Ballot  Clerk  Evelyn  Barss  and  was  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  the  late 
Roy  Lowell.  The  Pledge  of  Allegiance  was  led  by  Supervisor  of  the  Check- 
list Donald  Byam  who  had  also  served  the  Town  as  a  Selectman  for 
several  months  due  to  the  untimely  death  of  Selectman  Lowell. 

A  report  was  then  given  by  State  Representtive  Roland  Sallada  as  to 
what  was  going  on  in  the  Legislature  which  might  be  of  interest  to  the 
citizens  of  New  Boston. 

Moderator  Nixon  then  introduced  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men Thomas  Mansfield,  Selectman  Merrill  Todd,  and  Selectman  Donald 
Byam.  At  this  time  Chairman  Mansfield  gave  special  recognition  to  those 
persons  who  had  served  the  town  for  many  years  in  elective  office  and 
had  not  chosen  to  return  to  office.  They  were  Charles  Wason.  Auditor; 
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Reginald  Hayes,  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds;  Berniee  Pelchat,  Treasurer 
and  Beatrice  Hooper,  Tax  Collector.  Special  thanks  was  given  to  Donald 
Byam  who  had  served  as  a  Selectman  in  the  months  remaining  until  the 
1981  Town  Meeting  due  to  the  death  of  Roy  Lowell  who  had  been  elected 
Selectman  at  the  1980  Town  Meeting.  Other  officers  of  the  town  intro- 
duced were  Sandra  Gendron,  Town  Clerk;  Karen  Craven,  Deputy  Town 
Clerk;  M.  Sandra  Gallup,  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist;  Evelyn  Barss, 
Rhoda  Hooper,  Ruth  Dodge  and  Cathy  Strausbaugh,  Ballot  Clerks;  and 
Police  Officer  of  the  evening  Donald  Sims. 

Work  then  commenced  under  Article  3. 

Article  3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

Selectman  Mansfield  explained  that  a  new  item  had  been  added  under 
this  article,  namely;  #35  which  was  $18,250  for  insurance  expense. 
Previously  this  expense  had  been  included  in  the  various  departments' 
budgets  such  as  Town  Officers'  expenses,  Town  Hall  and  Town  Offices, 
Police  Department,  Fire  Department,  General  Expenses  of  Highway 
Department  and  the  operating  budget  of  the  Library;  however,  this  year 
to  ease  bookkeeping  procedures  it  would  be  listed  separately  and  had 
been  accordingly  deducted  from  the  various  budgets.

The  sub-sections  of  Article  #3  were  all  voted  in  the  affirmative  as 
printed  in  the  Warrant,  after  having  been  duly  moved  and  seconded,  with 
the  exceptions  of:  Sub-section  6  -  For  Police  Department  which  was 
passed  over  and  returned  to  after  action  on  Article  #9.  Selectman  Mans- 
field moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  $19,383.06  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Police  Department,  this  was  seconded  by  Linden  Hodgkins  and  passed. 
Sub-section  24  -  For  Library,  Samuel  Brooks  moved  that  $9,670.00  be 
raised  and  appropriated  for  Library  expenses,  seconded  by  Carolyn 
Todd;  the  amount  being  reduced  from  $10,000.00  originally  printed 
because  of  the  addition  of  sub-section  #35  Payment  of  Insurance.  This 
passed.  Sub-section  #35  For  Payment  of  Insurance  was  passed  over  until 
action  was  taken  on  Article  #7.  A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Mans- 
field, seconded  by  Selectman  Byam  to  raise  and  appropriate  $18,850.00, 
the  increase  to  include  the  cost  of  construction  insurance  needed  for  the 
building  of  the  addition  to  the  Library.  This  passed. 

Sub-section  #15  For  Monadnock  Visiting  Nurse,  Selectman  Mansfield 
pointed  out  that  this  might  be  the  last  year  this  item  appeared  as  $100.00. 
The  expenses  of  the  MVN  are  considerably  higher  with  the  money  coming 
from  the  accumulated  interest  of  the  Dr.  Dodge  Fund.  Said  interest  will 
probably  be  expended  this  year. 

Sub-section  #18  For  Summer  Maintenance,  Highway,  motion  was 
made  by  Selectman  Mansfield,  Seconded  by  Selectman  Todd  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $32,500.00  for  this  item.  David  Woodbury  moved  to  amend 
this  item  to  read  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$32,500.00  (same  as  printed)  for  summer  maintenance  of  highways  with 
the  provision  that  no  waste  oil  be  used  for  dust  control  on  dirt  roads  in 
1981.  This  was  seconded  by  Ray  Wheeler.  Much  concern  was  caused  by 
the  oil  used  on  dirt  roads  in  1980  after  testing  proved  that  it  contained 
PCB's  and  other  toxic  chemicals.  Health  Officer  Dr.  Samuel  Brooks 
explained  hazardous  toxic  waste  and  how  it  was  rated  and  the  fact  that 
chemical  analysis  of  the  oil  that  was  used  proved  to  be  higher  than  was 
considered  safe  to  animal  and  human  life.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  felt 
that  the  amendment  was  too  restrictive,  other  methods  of  dust  control 
were  expensive  and  unsatisfactory  and  stated  that  much  care  would  be 
given  before  buying  waste  oil  for  future  distribution  on  dirt  roads.  The 
question  was  moved,  which  would  cut  debate.  This  was  seconded  and 
passed.  The  vote  on  the  motion  to  amend  by  David  Woodbury  was  passed. 
Elliot  Hersey  offered  a  further  amendment  under  sub-section  #18, 
seconded  by  R.  Stephen  Lilly,  which  would  have  reduced  the  budget  for 
Summer  Maintenance  of  Highways  from  $32,500.00  to  $27,500.00.  Select- 
man Mansfield  stated  that  only  $2,500.00  had  been  spent  in  1980  for  waste 
oil  for  the  roads  and  this  reduction  would  be  too  great,  money  would  still 
be  needed  for  alternative  dust  control  which  this  amendment  would 
eliminate.  The  motion  by  Elliot  Hersey  was  defeated.  The  end  result 
being  that  the  printed  amount  of  $32,500.00  would  be  used  for  Summer 
Maintenance  of  Highways,  none  of  which  would  be  spent  on  waste  oil  for 
dust  control. 
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Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,775.37,  the  state  to  contribute  $11,835.78,  for  Town  Road  Aid,  or  act  in 
relation  thereto. 

The  motion  to  adopt  this  article  was  made  by  Selectmen  Todd, 
seconded  by  Selectman  Mansfield  and  passed. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $90,225.32  and  to  withdraw  and  appropriate  the  Library  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  of  $7,777.00  plus  interest  and  the  $19,274.68  from  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds,  making  a  total  of  $117,277.00  for  the  proposed  addition  to 
the  Whipple  Free  Library,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Carolyn  Todd,  seconded  by  Elsie  Strong  to 
reduce  the  sum  of  $90,225.32  to  an  even  $90,000.00  to  simplify  borrowing. 
Carolyn  Todd  went  on  to  cite  some  of  the  needs  of  the  library,  further 
stating  that  fund  raising  had  been  very  successful,  enabling  the  Trustees 
of  the  Library  to  reduce  the  amount  asked  for  substantially  from  last 
year.  A  petition  was  presented  to  the  moderator  with  the  required 
number  of  signatures  that  would  put  this  vote  to  a  written  ballot  when 
discussion  had  ended.  Selectman  Mansfield  explained  that  a  majority 
vote  would  buy  the  Library  addition,  but  it  would  take  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
those  present  to  secure  financing  under  Article  #6,  if  this  two-thirds  was 
not  achieved  the  entire  $90,000.00  requested  would  be  raised  by  taxes  in 
one  year.  He  further  stated  that  the  Selectmen  would  probably  finance  for 
five  years  which  would  add  approximately  $.50  per  thousand  to  the  tax 
rate.  Special  exception  was  made  by  those  present  to  allow  Goffstown 
High  School  junior  Scott  Bennett  to  speak  in  favor  of  the  article.  Margit 
Hooper  moved  the  question,  seconded  by  David  Poole  and  voted 
favorably  to  cut  debate  on  the  issue.  The  results  of  the  ballot  vote  cast 
was  131  -  yes,  95  -  no.  The  article  passed. 

At  this  point  in  the  meeting  Mrs.  Beulah  Hayes  donated  a  check  for 
$10,000.00  from  she  and  Mr.  Hayes  to  be  used  for  furnishings  in  the 
Library.  The  Hayes'  were  accorded  a  standing  ovation  by  the  gathering 
in  appreciation  for  their  generosity. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  long 
term  notes  to  cover  any  appropriations  made  under  Article  #5,  or  act  in 
relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Mansfield,  seconded  by  Ray 
Wheeler  to  so  authorize  the  Selectmen.  Roland  Sallada  further  amended, 
seconded  by  Selectman  Mansfield,  that  the  vote  on  this  article  be 
unanimous.  The  vote  was  unanimous. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  any  forthcoming  gifts  to 
the  Building  Fund  for  the  Whipple  Free  Library's  addition  in  the  coming 
years  to  be  applied  toward  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  any 
serial  notes  or  bonds,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Mansfield,  seconded  by  Selectman 
Todd  in  favor  of  the  article.  It  was  so  voted. 

At  this  time  the  meeting  returned  to  Article  #3-35,  Selectman  Mans- 
field moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  $18,850.00  for  payment  of  insurance, 
this  was  seconded  by  Selectman  Byam  and  adopted. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Fire  Protection  Code 
for  Large  Buildings  as  proposed  by  the  New  Boston  Fire  Wards,  as 
printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

A  motion  was  made  by  James  Dodge,  seconded  by  Mr.  Towne  to  adopt 
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the  code  and  to  add  at  the  very  end,  Section  8,  Part  H:  Any  non-conform- 
ing property  which  is  partially  or  totally  destroyed  by  reason  of  ob- 
solescence, fire,  flood,  or  other  act  of  God  may  be  restored,  remodeled 
and  operated,  if  started  and  reasonably  continuing  within  two  years. 

Any  Permit  for  Construction  already  issued  will  remain  in  effect  if 
construction  is  started  and  reasonably  continuing  within  two  years. 
Selectman  Mansfield  had  already  corrected  errors  on  page  23,  fourth  line 
from  bottom  changing  restrictive  to  resistive  and  on  page  26,  eleven  lines 
from  bottom  changing  automative  to  automatic. 

Fire  Chief  James  Dodge  explained  the  reasons  for  the  proposed  code 
citing  industrial  growth,  the  possibility  of  multi-family  housing,  and  that 
the  adoption  of  this  code  would  reduce  the  need  for  expansion  of  the  Fire 
Department  by  making  built-in  fire  protection  mandatory  to  industrial 
and  residential  developers.  Questions  were  raised  as  to  who  would  have 
enforcing  authority  and  were  the  Fire  Wards  capable  of  such  enforce- 
ment, was  this  in  fact  a  building  code,  wasn't  it  too  restrictive  to  current 
industry  and  future  industrial  growth?  Chief  Dodge  stated  that  the 
proposed  code  was  developed  to  try  to  meet  the  specific  needs  of  New 
Boston  in  regard  to  fire  protection  and  in  no  way  was  meant  to  stint  future 
growth,  that  the  fire  wards  were  only  asking  builders  and  industry 
owners  to  protect  residents  and  workers  of  future  buildings,  and  major 
renovations  of  existing  buildings.  Richard  Moore,  President  of  Plastic 
Techniques  Inc.  of  New  Boston,  spoke  strongly  against  the  proposed  code 
stating  the  costs  of  sprinkler  systems  were  prohibitive,  there  were  no 
municipal  sources  of  water  in  New  Boston,  the  effects  of  the  proposed 
code  could  be  wide-spread  including  possible  future  building  at  the  4-H 
grounds,  restaurants  and  other  small  businesses.  He  further  stated  that, 
in  his  opinion,  the  code  was  too  large  for  New  Boston,  that  there  was  none 
like  it  in  surrounding  communities,  and  that  it  would  be  too  complicated 
for  the  Fire  Wards  to  enforce.  Selectman  Mansfield  stated  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  favored  the  proposed  code.  Discussion  continued  heatedly 
both  for  and  against  the  proposed  code,  with  Robert  Todd  expressing  con- 
cern that  developers  would  look  to  small  towns  such  as  New  Boston,  see 
no  codes  and  build  inadequate  buildings  that  taxpayers  would  have  to 
assume  the  responsibility  for  protection  of;  John  Young  felt  builders 
would  be  concerned  with  fire  protection  because  of  insurance  costs  and 
that,  in  his  opinion,  the  proposed  code  was  premature.  John  Bunting, 
speaking  as  a  Fire  Ward,  pointed  out  the  proposed  code  was  written  to  try 
to  meet  the  specific  needs  of  and  resources  available  in  New  Boston.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  square  footage  allowed  before  sprinkler  systems 
were  required  was  greater  in  the  proposed  code  than  that  of  the  national 
code  because  of  the  lack  of  municipal  water  in  New  Boston;  that  the 
passing  of  the  proposed  code  would  help  reduce  future  growth  of  the  New 
Boston  Fire  Department  in  the  areas  of  both  equipment  and  personnel 
and  would  help  protect  the  members  of  our  volunteer  department  against 
personal  injury  by  reducing  the  possibility  of  a  major  industrial  or  multi- 
residential  fire. 

Richard  Moore  moved  to  amend  Article  8  in  the  following  manner:  In 
Section  1,  Sub-Section  A,  delete  paragraphs  2-d  and  2-f,  in  Section  1,  Sub- 
Section  A,  delete  3-d  and  3-e.  This  motion  to  amend  was  seconded  by 
Loretta  Caterino.  He  stated  that  this  amendment  would  not  affect  life 
safety  in  buildings  where  people  were  living. 
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Howard  Towne  moved  the  question,  seconded  by  Ray  Wheeler  to  cut 
debate,  this  passed.  The  vote  on  the  Moore  amendment  was  called  for  and 
because  of  doubt  by  the  Moderator,  a  division  was  asked  for  with  76  in 
favor  and  85  opposed.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 

The  meeting  returned  to  the  main  motion,  the  question  was  moved  by 
Peter  Martel,  seconded  by  William  Shanahan  to  cut  debate  and  was  so 
voted.  Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  meeting  the  Moderator  was  presented 
with  the  required  number  of  signatures  to  have  this  article  voted  by 
ballot.  The  ballot  voting  commenced.  At  this  time  a  motion  was  made  by 
Selectman  Mansfield,  seconded  by  Ray  Wheeler  to  adjourn  the  meeting 
until  7:00  p.m.  the  following  evening  (Wednesday).  When  voted  on  the 
motion  was  defeated,  the  meeting  continued.  The  result  of  the  ballot  vote 
was  118  yes  and  68  no.  The  fire  code  with  the  addition  was  adopted. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $10,167.74  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Police  Cruiser,  or  act  in  relation 
thereto. 

Motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Mansfield,  seconded  by  Linden  Hodg- 
kins  to  vote  the  money  for  the  proposed  purchase  of  a  police  cruiser. 
Selectman  Mansfield  stated  the  proposed  new  vehicle  would  be  a  Jeep 
Wagoneer;  that  the  present  cruiser  was  seven  years  old  with  50,000  hard 
miles,  and  some  serious  body  rust;  he  further  commented  that  the  pres- 
ent cruiser  would  be  sold  at  public  auction ;  that  there  were  no  other  funds 
other  than  taxpayers'  money  available  for  buying  assistance,  these  funds 
had  helped,  as  was  customary,  with  the  purchase  of  a  first  cruiser,  subse- 
quent purchases  were  the  responsibility  of  the  town.  Roland  Sallada 
moved  to  amend  the  article  to  add  "less  the  resale  of  present  cruiser." 
This  was  seconded  by  Linda  Rollins  and  so  voted.  The  vote  on  the  main 
question  as  amended  passed. 

The  meeting  then  returned  to  Article  3-6  with  Selectman  Mansfield 
moving  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $19,383.06  for  the  Police 
Department,  seconded  by  Linden  Hodgkins  and  so  voted. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  for  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Byam,  seconded  by  Joseph  Holland  to 
raise  and  appropriate  this  money.  Selectman  Byam  stated  the  major  con- 
cern was  to  repair  and  insulate  the  septic  lines  to  the  Town  Hall  and  Town 
Offices  to  prevent  another  freeze-up  which  was  experienced  this  winter. 
Howard  Towne,  member  of  the  Town  Hall  Committee,  made  reference  to 
their  recommendations  listed  on  page  102  of  the  Town  Report  in  the  hope 
that  some  of  these  would  be  done  and  when  questioned  about  the  rail  for 
the  back  door,  stated  that  it  would  be  installed  this  spring.  Article  10  was 
passed. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,500.00  (thirty-five  hundred)  to  update  the  real  estate  assessments, 
work  to  be  done  by  the  State  Tax  Appraisers,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

The  article  was  moved  by  Selectman  Todd,  seconded  by  Selectman 
Mansfield  and  passed. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  abandon  the  portion  of  Road 
#101  which  goes  from  Beard  Rd.  to  Weare  Rd.,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Motion  was  made  by  Warren  Moss  to  table  this  article  or  indefinitely 
postpone,  this  was  seconded  by  Walter  Leach,  Jr.  Selectman  Mansfield 
explained  that  this  article  had  been  included  at  the  request  of  the  two 
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adjoining  landowners.  Warren  Moss  was  concerned  that  the  land  would 
revert  back  to  the  landowner,  a  decision  the  town  may  later  regret.  The 
question  was  moved,  duly  seconded  and  the  vote  on  the  Moss  amendment 
was  no.  The  group  returned  to  Article  12  as  printed  and  Robert  Todd 
moved  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  abandon  the  portion  of  Road  #101 
which  goes  from  Beard  Rd.  to  Weare  Rd.,  commencing  approximately 
State  Plane  coordinate  N179,505\  E494,915'  and  ending  at  approximately 
coordinate  N180,985'  E494,135'  to  include  a  short  section  of  old  town  road 
running  easterly  from  road  #101  southerly  of  the  Town  Homestead  to  ap- 
proximately coordinate  N179,625\  E495,025'  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 
This  was  seconded  by  Gail  Parker  and  passed. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $770.00  for  the  conversion  of  the  present  Burglary  Alarm  System  at  the 
Town  Office  Building,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Mansfield,  seconded  by  Roland 
Sallada  and  passed. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  to  construct  the  septage  disposal  area  on  the  Sanitary  Landfill 
Site,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Byam,  seconded  by  Samuel  Brooks  to 
raise  and  appropriate  this  money.  Selectman  Byam  explained  the  need 
for  this  money  was  due  to  New  Boston  having  to  provide  a  dumping  site 
for  New  Boston  septage,  that  the  Selectmen  would  have  to  give  some 
thought  to  a  system  of  permits  that  would  insure  use  of  this  system  by 
New  Boston  residents  only,  and  the  Selectmen  would  also  have  to  decide 
if  a  system  of  fees  would  be  instituted.  The  Selectmen  were  asked  about 
the  life  of  the  proposed  system  as  well  as  the  life  of  the  present  Sanitary 
Landfill  site.  August  Gomes  III,  contractor,  expressed  that,  in  his 
opinion,  the  proposed  system  would  last  well,  and  Selectman  Mansfield 
stated  that  the  landfill  site  was  originally  estimated  to  last  10-15  years 
and  saw  no  reason  to  change  this  estimate.  The  article  passed. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  to  make  major  repairs  to  the  bridge  on  East  Colburn  Rd.,  or 
act  in  relation  thereto. 

Motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Mansfield  to  adopt  this  article, 
seconded  by  Selectman  Byam  and  passed. 

Article  16.  Are  you  in  favor  of  granting  the  Planning  Board  of  the  Town 
of  New  Boston  the  authority  to  review  and  approve  or  disapprove  site 
plans  for  the  development  of  tracts  for  non-residential  uses  or  for  multi- 
family  dwelling  units  other  than  one  and  two  family  dwellings  whether  or 
not  such  development  includes  a  subdivision  or  resubdivision  of  the  site, 
or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Motion  was  made  by  Harold  Strong,  seconded  by  Samuel  Brooks  to 
adopt  this  article.  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board  Harold  Strong  stated 
this  would  mean  we  would  be  adopting  RSA  36:19-a  which  is  a  state  law 
pertaining  to  site  plan  review  of  non-residential  and  multi-family 
dwellings;  that  this  would  give  the  planning  board  more  authority  to  in- 
sure that  procedures  set  up  by  the  planning  board,  such  as  placement  of 
buildings,  setbacks,  water  availability,  and  access  around  buildings, 
would  be  carried  out  by  developers.  He  further  stated  that  public 
hearings  would  be  held  to  keep  the  public  informed  as  to  regulations 
established.  The  article  passed. 
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Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the  Representatives 
and  Senators  who  represent  the  town  in  the  General  Court  to  support  in 
the  current  session  of  the  General  Court,  the  concurrent  resolution  to 
amend  the  State  Constitution  to  limit  the  annual  increase  in  property 
taxes  to  five  per  cent  and  to  limit  the  annual  increase  in  spending  by  the 
state  or  any  city,  town  or  other  governmental  unit  of  the  state  to  five  per 
cent.      By  Petition. 

Motion  was  made  by  Vivian  Anderson,  seconded  by  Joseph  Craven  to 
so  vote  this  article.  Discussion  ensued  as  to  the  reality  of  5%  limits  with 
the  rate  of  today's  inflation,  when  would  the  5%  increase  be  determined, 
could  it  be  at  the  school  meeting  which  was  held  before  town  meeting, 
would  this  resolution  take  away  the  majority's  right  to  rule?  Selectman 
Mansfield  moved  to  amend  Article  17  to  include  that  with  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  those  present  the  5%  ceiling  could  be  waived,  this  was  seconded  by 
Jay  Marden  and  pointed  out  as  should  have  been  included  in  the  Town 
Report.  Representative  Roland  Sallada  stated  that  the  vote  taken  at  town 
meeting  would  be  non-binding,  that  it  would  only  give  those  representa- 
tives and  senators  a  consensus  of  opinion,  that  before  something  like  this 
could  become  effective  it  would  have  to  pass  the  floor  of  the  house  by 
three-fifths,  then  go  on  a  state  ballot  and  be  passed  by  two-thirds  on  a 
state-wide  vote.  The  question  was  moved  and  duly  seconded,  the  vote  on 
the  Mansfield  amendment  passed.  Further  comments  included  that  this 
5%  limit  was  meant  to  stop  the  rapid  increase  in  taxes,  but  it  did  offer  a 
safety  valve  with  the  two-thirds  waiver.  When  voted  on  the  moderator 
was  in  doubt  of  the  voice  vote,  division  was  called  for,  results  being  39 
favored,  59  opposed.  It  was  defeated. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $100.00  for  the  conservation  commission,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Motion  was  made  by  Martha  Brooks  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500.00 
for  the  Conservation  Commission,  seconded  by  Ray  Wheeler.  Mrs. 
Brooks,  Chairperson  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  explained  that  this 
money  would  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  monies  of  the  commission- 
for  projects  of  the  commission.  The  question  was  moved,  seconded  and  so 
voted,  the  vote  on  the  main  motion  of  $500.00  was  passed. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Conservation 
Commission  to  retain  the  unexpended  portion  of  its  funds,  said  funds  to  be 
placed  in  a  Special  Conservation  Fund  in  accordance  with  RSA  36A  5,  or 
act  in  relation  thereto. 

Motion  to  so  make  this  authorization  was  made  by  Patricia  Getman, 
seconded  by  Jay  Marden,  and  so  voted. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  change  the  term  of  Fire  Ward 
to  a  three-year  term,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Motion  to  make  this  change  was  made  by  James  Dodge,  seconded  by 
Donald  Prouty  and  passed. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  consider  holding  Town 
Meeting  (articles  in  Warrant  other  than  election  of  Town  Officers)  on  an 
evening  other  than  the  regular  Tuesday  evening,  or  act  in  relation 
thereto. 

Motion  for  this  change  was  made  by  Selectman  Todd,  seconded  by  Jay 
Marden.  Karl  Jaconson  moved  to  amend  the  article  to  have  the  town 
meeting  on  the  Saturday  following  the  elections  at  10:00  a.m.,  this  was 
seconded  by  Beth  Kanzer.  Some  discussion  ensued  as  to  the  pros  and  cons

of  such  a  change.  Linden  Hodgkins  moved  the  question,  this  was  seconded 
and  passed  and  the  vote  on  the  Jacobson  amendment  was  defeated.  The 
gathering  returned  to  the  main  question  on  which  a  division  was  called 
for  twice,  both  times  tied  and  was  defeated. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
at  public  auction  or  administer  property  to  the  town  acquired  by  tax  deed 
or  gift,  or  sell  to  the  former  owner  upon  payment  to  the  town  of  an  amount 
not  less  than  the  sum  total  of  the  over-due  taxes  plus  sale  and  adminis- 
trative expenses,  plus  interest  on  the  aggregate  of  the  foregoing,  calcu- 
lated at  the  rate  of  11%  per  annum,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

This  was  passed  after  having  been  moved  and  duly  seconded. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
receive  and  expend  federal  or  state  grants,  which  may  become  available 
during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  also  to  accept  and  expend  money  from 
any  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  to  be  used  for  purposes  for 
which  the  town  may  legally  appropriate  money;  provided:  il)  that  such 
grants  and  other  monies  do  not  require  the  expenditure  of  other  town 
funds,  (2)  that  a  public  hearing  shall  beheld  by  the  Selectmen  prior  to  the 
receipt  and  expenditure  of  such  grants  and  monies,  and  i3)  that  such 
items  shall  be  exempt  from  all  provisions  of  RSA  32  relative  to  limitation 
and  expenditure  of  town  monies,  all  as  provided  by  RSA  31 :95b,  or  act  in 
relation  thereto. 

Motion  was  made  by  Roland  Sallada,  seconded  by  William  Shanahan 
and  passed. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  money  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  town,  or  act  in  relation 
thereto. 

Motion  was  made  by  Jay  Marden  to  so  authorize,  seconded  by  Linden 
Hodgkins  and  passed. 

Article  25.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting. 

Ray  Wheeler  moved  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  designate  the  fol- 
lowing lands  as  part  of  the  Town  Forest  under  the  provisions  of  N.H.  RSA 
31:110:1;  94  acres  Nellie  Follansbee  land,  pasture,  Saunders  Rd.,  and  2.25 
acres  Nellie  Follansbee  land,  and  meadow,  Saunders  Rd.,  as  listed  in  the 
schedule  of  Town  Property,  or  act  in  relation  thereto.  This  was  seconded 
by  Peter  Martel.  When  asked  if  this  type  of  designation  limited  the  town 
as  to  the  uses  of  this  land,  Wheeler  replied  that  it  did  not.  that  this  would 
provide  the  authority  for  the  town  to  manage  the  timber,  selectively  cut 
and  maintain  the  forests.  This  motion  was  submitted  by  the  Conservation 
Commission.  The  question  was  moved,  seconded  and  passed.  When  the 
main  question  was  voted  on  it  was  passed. 

Carolyn  Todd  wished  that  a  resolution  be  included  in  the  Town 
Meeting  Minutes  to  honor  Reg  Hayes.  This  met  with  agreement  from 
those  present. 

Resolved:  That  the  Town  of  New  Boston  honor  Reg  Hayes  for  all  the 
work  and  time  that  he  has  donated  for  the  good  of  the  Town  as  a  Friend  of 
the  Library  and  the  Town,  as  a  Trustee  of  the  Library,  and  a  Trustee  of 
the  Trust  Funds,  and  as  a  loyal  and  much  appreciated  participant  in  the 
many  July  4th  parades  on  his  old-fashioned  bicycle. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  at  1:15  a.m.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  New 
Boston  on  Tuesday  the  ninth  day  of  March  next.  Polls  will  be  open 
at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  take  up  Articles  1,  2,  3  and  4. 
Balance  of  the  Warrant  will  be  taken  up  and  voted  upon  at  7:00 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Polls  will  close  at  7:00  p.m. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  "Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  73:43-f  for  the 
adjusted  elderly  exemptions  from  property  tax?  These  statutes  pro- 
vide for  the  following  exemptions,  based  on  assessed  value,  for 
qualified  taxpayers:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years, 
$10,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years,  $15,000;  for  a 
person  80  years  of  age  or  older,  $20,000.  To  qualify,  the  person 
must  have  been  a  N.H.  resident  for  at  least  5  years;  own  the  real 
estate  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  his 
spouse,  they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  5  years.  In  addi- 
tion, the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  less  than  $10,000  or  if 
married  a  combined  net  income  of  less  than  $12,000,  and  own  net 
assets  of  $30,000  or  less,  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's 
residence." 

3.  "Are  you  in  favor  of  the  amendments  to  the  New  Boston 
Zoning  Ordinance  relative  to  Cluster  Residential  Development?" 
(Article  III,  Sections  3-2C  &  302D,)  as  follows: 

Amend  ARTICLE  III,  Section  3-2. C.  by  adding  a  new  part  5  to 
read  as  follows: 

5.  Cluster  Residential  Development,  as  defined  in  Section  3-2. D.  part 
5.1,  subject  to  a  finding  that  each  of  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

a)  That  the  proposed  development  is  in  the  public  interest. 

b)  That  the  proposed  use  shall  be  for  residential  condominium 
purposes  only. 

c)  That  the  proposed  development  will  not  be  likely  to  adversely  af- 
fect surrounding  development. 

d)  That  the  geographical  location  of  the  proposed  development  is  ap- 
propriate with  respect  to  the  Town's  ability  to  provide  necessary  ser- 
vices. 
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The  granting  of  a  Special  Exception  for  Cluster  Residential  Develop- 
ment shall  carry  with  its  written  stipulation  that  residential  con- 
dominium development  only  will  be  permitted  on  the  parcel,  and  that 
the  provisions  of  ARTICLE  III,  Section  3-2.D.5  of  this  Ordinance  and 
the  Town  of  New  Boston  Subdivision  Regulations  and  Nonresidential 
Site  Plan  Review  Regulations  must  be  met  before  any  building  per- 
mits will  be  issued. 

Amend  ARTICLE  III,  Section  3-2. D.  by  adding  a  new  part  5  to  read  as 
follows : 

5.  Cluster  Residential  Development:  The  purpose  of  the  Cluster 
Residential  Development  option  is  to  permit  a  voluntary  alternative  pro- 
cedure for  development  which  will  result  in  an  improved  living  environ- 
ment; which  will  promote  more  economical  subdivision  layout;  which 
will  encourage  a  variety  of  types  of  residential  dwellings ;  which  will  en- 
courage ingenuity  and  originality  in  total  subdivision  and  individual  site 
design;  and  which  will  conserve  open  space  to  serve  recreational,  scenic, 
forestry,  and  other  conservation  purposes  related  thereto  within  the  den- 
sities established  for  the  gross  tract. 

5.1  Definitions 

5.11  Cluster  Residential  Development:  A  residential  condominium 
subdivision  of  a  parcel  where,  rather  than  subdividing  the  parcel  into 
house  lots  which  meet  the  minimum  requirements  of  Article  III,  Section 
3-2.A,  a  similar  number  of  dwelling  units  may  be  clustered  on  lots  of 
reduced  dimensions.  The  remaining  land  in  the  parcel  which  will  not  be 
developed  is  reserved  as  open  space  to  be  held  in  some  form  of  ownership 
or  easement,  acceptable  to  the  Planning  Board,  which  will  legally  pre- 
vent it  from  ever  being  further  subdivided. 

5.12  Conventional  Lot  Size,  Frontage  and  Other  Dimensional  Con- 
trols: The  prevailing  zoning  requirements  as  specified  in  Section  3-2. A  of 
this  Ordinance. 

5.13  Conservation  Land:  Land  dedicated  to  the  conservation  of 
forests,  park  lands,  natural  areas,  etc.,  with  the  intent  of  conserving  it  in 
its  original  ecological  condition,  safeguarding  water  supplies, 
diminishing  flood  danger,  or  accomplishing  similar  objectives. 

5.14  Common  Land  Area.  Any  and  all  lands  within  the  Cluster 
Residential  Development  tract  held  in  common  ownership  by  the 
residents  of  the  Development,  established  and  maintained  in  accordance 
with  the  following  requirements : 

a)  The  applicant  or  developer  shall  provide  for  and  establish  a 
''mandatory  home  association"  or  other  legal  entity  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  ownership,  care,  and  maintenance  of  all 
such  land  and  improvements.  Its  articles  of  association  or  incorporation 
must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  Planning  Board,  prior  to  development 
approval  and  after  legal  review.  The  cost  of  such  legal  review  shall  be 
borne  by  the  applicant  or  developer.  Any  proposed  changes  in  such  ar- 
ticles of  association  or  incorporation  shall  require  the  prior  written  ap- 
proval of  the  Planning  Board. 
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b)  Such  organizations  shall  be  created  by  covenants  and  restrictions 
running  with  the  land  and  its  membership  shall  be  composed  of  all  per- 
sons having  ownership  within  the  development.  Such  organization  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  perpetuation,  maintenance,  and  function  of  all 
common  lands,  uses,  and  facilities. 

c)  All  lands  and  improvements  shall  be  described  and  identified  as  to 
location,  size,  use,  and  control  in  a  restrictive  covenant,  and  such  cove- 
nant shall  set  forth  the  method  of  assessment  for  the  maintenance  of  such 
land.  These  restrictive  covenants  shall  be  written  so  as  to  run  with  the 
land  and  become  part  of  the  deed  to  each  lot  of  dwelling  until  within  the 
development. 

d)  Such  restrictive  covenant  and  organization  shall  continue  in  effect 
so  as  to  control  the  availability  of  facilities  and  land  thereby  provided,  to 
maintain  the  land  and  facilities  for  their  intended  function,  and  to  protect 
the  development  from  additional  and  unplanned  densities  of  use.  Such 
organization  shall  not  be  dissolved,  nor  shall  such  organization  dispose  of 
any  common  open  space  or  natural  land,  by  sale  or  otherwise,  except  to 
an  organization  conceived  and  organized  to  own  and  maintain  such  areas 
without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

e)  No  lands  in  common  open  space  shall  be  denuded,  defaced,  nor 
otherwise  disturbed  in  any  manner  at  any  time  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  the  Planning  Board. 

f )  In  the  event  that  the  organization  established  to  own  and  maintain 
the  common  land  area(s),  or  any  successor  or  organizations,  or  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  dwelling  units  located  within  the  development 
which  owns  said  open  space  shall,  for  any  reason,  fail  to  maintain  the 
open  space  in  reasonable  order  and  condition  in  accordance  with  the  final 
plan,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  serve  written  notice  upon  such 
organization,  successor  organization,  or  residents  setting  forth  the  defi- 
ciencies in  the  maintenance,  order  and  condition  of  the  open  space.  Such 
notice  shall  include  a  demand  that  said  deficiencies  be  cured  forthwith 
and  that  statement  of  intent  to  comply  and  a  date  of  compliance  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  within  fourteen  (14)  days  of  said  notice. 
If  such  maintenance  shall  not  have  been  performed  or  said  statement  of 
intent  shall  not  have  been  filed  by  the  stated  time,  the  Town,  in  order  to 
preserve  the  taxable  values  of  the  properties  within  the  Cluster  Residen- 
tial Development  and  to  prevent  nuisance,  may  enter  upon  the  common 
area(s)  and  maintain  such  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  one  (1)  year. 
Said  entry  and  maintenance  shall  not  vest  any  rights  in  the  general  public 
to  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  common  area.  Before  the  expiration  of 
that  period,  the  Town  shall,  upon  its  initiative  or  upon  the  request  of  the 
organization  theretofore  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  common 
area,  call  a  public  hearing  to  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Notice  of 
such  hearing  shall  be  given  to  such  organization  and  the  residents  of  the 
development.  At  that  hearing,  such  organization  or  the  residents  of  the 
development  shall  show  cause  why  such  maintenance  by  the  Town  shall 
not,  at  the  election  of  the  Town,  continue  for  a  succeeding  year  or  other 
designated  period.  If  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  determine  that  such 
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organization  is  not  ready  and  able  to  maintain  said  common  area  in  a 
reasonable  condition,  the  Town  may,  in  its  discretion,  continue  to  main- 
tain said  common  area  during  the  next  succeeding  year  and  subject  to  a 
similar  hearing  and  determination,  during  each  succeeding  year  there- 
after. The  decision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  any  such  case  shall 
constitute  a  final  administrative  decision. 

g)  The  cost  of  such  maintenance  by  the  Town  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  properties  within  the  development  in  direct  relation  to  their 
proportionate  interest  in  the  common  area,  and  shall  become  a  tax  lien  on 
said  properties.  At  the  time  of  entering  upon  such  common  area  for  the 
purpose  of  maintenance,  notice  of  such  lien  shall  be  filed  in  the  Office  of 
the  Hillsborough  County  Registry  of  Deeds. 

5.15  Common  Open  Space.  Common  land  area  within  the  Cluster 
Residential  Development  which  shall  not  be  built  upon.  Not  less  than  40 
percent  of  this  area  shall  be  developable  land. 

5.16  Mandatory  Home  Association.  A  private,  non-profit  corporation, 
association,  or  other  non-profit  legal  entity  established  by  the  applicant 
or  developer  for  purposes  of  managing  and  maintaining  all  common  land 
area,  common  open  space,  conservation  land  and  natural  areas.  Mem- 
bership in  said  association  shall  be  mandatory  for  all  property  owners 
and  made  a  required  covenant  in  any  deed  issued  or  passed. 

5.17  Net  Developable  Area.  The  area  of  the  entire  tract  to  be 
subdivided  less : 

a  (15  percent  of  the  total  tract  area  for  streets  and  utilities, 
including  water  and  sewage  systems ;  and 

b)  the  land  area  which  is  classified  as  "Very  Poorly  Drained", 
"Poorly  Drained"  and  having  slopes  of  25  percent  or  greater  according  to 
the  most  recent  Hillsborough  County  Soil  Survey,  or  as  further  delineated 
by  qualified  personnel  after  on-site  inspection. 

5.18  Natural  Area.  Land  and  water  areas  restricted  to  passive 
recreational  uses  such  as  fishing,  swimming,  hiking,  canoeing,  and  such 
similar  recreational  pursuits  that  do  not  alter  any  of  the  natural  features 
of  the  area.  No  improvements,  accessory  buildings  or  other  structures 
shall  be  permitted  in  natural  areas. 

5.2  Permitted  Uses  and  Mix.  Cluster  Residential  Development  shall 
be  restricted  to  the  following  types,  up  to  the  maximum  percentages  of 
the  total  number  of  units  allowed,  as  follows : 

a)  Single-family  Detached  Dwellings,  up  to  20% 

b)  Two-family  Detached  Dwellings,  up  to  20% 

c)  Multi-family  Condominium  Attached  Dwellings,  up  to  60% 

5.3    Permitted  Density.  The  overall  density  of  a  Cluster  Residential 
Development  shall  not  exceed  one  dwelling  unit  per  net  developable  acre. 

5.4  Density  Transfer.  In  a  Cluster  Residential  Development,  in- 
dividual lot  size  may  be  reduced  from  the  general  lot  size  of  the  District  to 
specific  minimum  lot  sizes  for  cluster  development,  such  minimum  lot 
sizes  being  governed  by  the  type(s)  of  dwelling  unit  proposed  as  follows: 
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a)  Single-family  Detached  Dwellings  -  individual  lots  may  be  reduced 
by  up  to  approximately  75%  of  that  required  for  the  District;  minimum 
lot  size  being  22,000  square  feet; 

b)  Two-family  Detached  Dwellings  -  individual  lots  may  be  reduced 
by  up  to  approximately  36%  of  that  required  for  the  District;  minimum 
lot  size  being  31,000  square  feet; 

c)  Multi-family  Condominium  Dwellings  -  individual  lots  shall  contain 
a  minimum  of  87,500  square  feet.  In  addition,  a  maximum  of  one  struc- 
ture containing  up  to  five  (5)  condominium  dwelling  units  shall  be 
allowed  on  an  individual  lot. 

5.5  General  Provisions.  The  Following  provisions  shall  apply  to  all 
forms  of  Cluster  Residential  Development. 

5.51  Subdivision  Regulations.  All  pertinent  provisions  of  the  Town  of 
New  Boston  Subdivision  Regulations  shall  be  complied  with,  including 
but  not  limited  to  street  design  and  construction  specifications,  the 
posting  of  bonds  to  cover  required  improvements,  and  the  plat  prepa- 
ration and  submission  requirements. 

5.52  Open  Space  Lands.  In  consideration  of  the  density  transfer 
allowed  under  this  section,  a  minimum  of  50%  of  the  gross  area  of  the 
Cluster  Residential  Development  tract  shall  be  designated  as  "Common 
open  space"  area  as  defined  herein. 

5.53  Site  Plan  Review.  The  Town  of  New  Boston  Non-residential  Site 
Plan  Review  Regulations  shall  apply  to  the  use,  design,  siting  and 
development  of  all  proposals,  and  all  common  land,  natural  and  open 
space  areas. 

5.54  Ownership  of  Common  Land  Areas.  Common  land  areas,  and 
improvements  thereon,  shall  be  held,  managed  and  maintained  by  the 
developer  until  owned  and  controlled  by  a  "mandatory"  home  associa- 
tion as  defined  herein. 

5.55  Fees.  The  Planning  Board  shall  set  fees  consistent  with  normal 
costs  incurred  in  the  review  of  Cluster  Residential  Development  pro- 
posals. The  applicant  shall  be  responsible  for  all  such  costs  incurred  by 
the  Town  of  New  Boston,  its  Planning  Board,  and  its  officials  and  repre- 
sentatives in  the  review  of  such  plans.  The  Planning  Board  may  require 
that  the  applicant  post  with  the  Town,  at  the  time  of  application  for 
Cluster  Residential  Development  plan  review,  sufficient  funds  from 
which  anticipated  review  costs  can  be  paid. 

5.56  Special  Studies.  The  Planning  Board  may  require  special  studies 
and/or  additional  information  that  it  deems  necessary,  in  order  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  the  Cluster  Residential  Development  provision.  Such 
studies  shall  be  undertaken  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant  and  at  no  cost 
to  the  Town.  The  firm,  individual,  or  agency  selected  by  the  applicant  to 
prepare  such  studies  shall  have  the  prior  approval  of  the  Planning  Board. 

5.57  Public  Hearings.  No  Cluster  Residential  Development  shall  be 
approved  or  disapproved  without  first  affording  the  applicant  and  abut- 
ters the  public  hearings  thereon  as  provided  for  in  the  Subdivision 
Regulations  and  the  Non-residential  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations. 
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5.58  Open  space  areas  shall  be  distributed  throughout  the  develop- 
ment as  part  of  a  unified  open  space  system  which  will  serve  to  unify  the 
development  visually  and  functionally,  to  buffer  different  types  of 
residential  uses  from  one  another,  and  to  buffer  the  development  from 
surrounding  land  uses. 


5.59  Current  Use  Limitation.  For  purposes  of  this  Cluster  Residential 
Development  option,  the  common  land  areas,  open  space  areas  and 
natural  areas  in  an  approved  development  are  considered  to  be  part  of 
the  residential  use  of  such  development  and  shall  not  be  considered  to  be 
"open  space  land",  "farmland",  "forest  land",  "wetland",  "recreation 
land",  "floodplain",  or  "wild  land"  within  the  meaning  of  New  Hamp- 
shire RSA  79-A. 

The  Planning  Board  shall  require,  as  a  condition  for  approval  of  a 
Cluster  Residential  Development,  that  all  deeds  transferring  any  interest 
in  the  real  property  included  in  said  development,  specify  that  the  com- 
mon and  natural  areas  in  said  development  are  acknowledged  to  be  part 
of  the  residential  use  and  do  not  qualify  for  "current  use"  real  estate  tax 
appraisal  and  assessment  under  Chapter  79-A. 

5.6  Design  Requirements.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  the  Sub- 
division Regulations  and  the  Nonresidential  Site  Plan  Review  Regula- 
tions, Cluster  Residential  Developments  shall  comply  with  the  following 
design  requirements : 

5.61:  Within  the  Development,  architectural  styles  which  are  com- 
patible with  the  natural  amenities  and  topography  of  the  site  will  be 
encouraged. 

5.62:  Individual  lots,  buildings,  streets,  and  parking  areas  shall  be 
designed  and  situated  to  minimize  alteration  of  the  natural  site  features 
to  be  preserved. 

5.63:  Individual  lots,  buildings,  and  units  shall  be  arranged  and 
situated  to  relate  to  surrounding  properties,  to  improve  the  view  from 
and  the  view  of  buildings,  and  to  lessen  the  area  devoted  to  motor  vehicle 
access. 

5.64:  Diversity  and  originality  in  lot  layout  and  individual  building 
design  shall  be  encouraged  to  achieve  the  best  possible  relationship  be- 
tween development  and  the  land. 

5.65:  Open  space  areas  shall  include  irreplaceable  natural  features 
located  in  the  tract  (such  as,  but  not  limited  to  stream  beds,  significant 
stands  of  trees,  individual  trees  of  significant  size,  rock  outcroppings,  and 
marshes). 

5.66:  Open  space  intended  for  recreational  or  public  use  shall  be  easi- 
ly accessible  to  pedestrians.  Such  open  space  areas  shall  be  linked  to 
residential  areas  by  walkways  which  shall  meet  the  needs  of  the  elderly 
and  the  handicapped. 
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5.67  Individual  lots,  buildings,  units  and  parking  areas  shall  be 
situated  so  as  to  avoid  the  adverse  effects  of  noise,  shadows,  and  traffic 
on  the  residents  of  the  development. 

5.68  Natural  surface  drainage  channels  shall  be  either  incorporated 
into  the  overall  site  design  or  shall  be  preserved  as  part  of  the  required 
open  space. 

5.69  External  and  Internal  Design  Standards. 

a)  Requirements  Applicable  to  the  External  Boundaries  of  the 
Development. 

(1)  The  minimum  frontage  on  a  State  or  Town-maintained  road  of 
Class  V  designation,  or  better,  shall  be  100  feet  which  may  consist  of  two 
(2)  50  foot  rights-of-way  serving  as  access  to  the  development. 

(2)  A  buffer  zone  having  a  minimum  depth  of  100  feet  shall  be  provided 
between  any  structure  and  the  perimeter  of  the  tract.  Said  buffer  zone 
shall  be  comprised  of  the  existing  natural  vegetation. 

(3)  No  dwellings,  structures  or  service  roads  shall  be  permitted 
within  the  designated  buffer  zone. 

b)  Requirements  Applicable  to  Internal  Building  Lots. 

(1)  In  addition  to  the  minimum  lot  area  requirements  specified  in  part 
5.3  herein,  the  following  standards  shall  apply:

Deeds,  and  further  to  discontinue  and  release  to  the  abutters  all  of 
the  public's  right  in  the  former  section  of  said  Bedford  Road  lying 
northeasterly  of  the  newly  constructed  way.  The  effective  date  of 
acceptance  and  release  as  above  shall  be  at  such  time  as  the  newly 
constructed  portion  shall  be  opened  for  public  use,  or  act  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
sanction  the  use  of  the  Town  Bulk  Mailing  Permit  by  the  Better 
Times  at  no  expense  to  the  town,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 
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19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  at  public  auction  or  administer  property  of  the  town  acquired 
by  tax  deed  or  gift,  or  sell  to  the  former  owner  upon  payment  to  the 
town  of  an  amount  not  less  than  the  sum  total  of  the  over-due  taxes 
plus  sale  and  administrative  expenses,  plus  interest  on  the  aggregate 
of  the  foregoing,  calculated  at  the  rate  of  18%  per  annum,  or  act  in 
relation  thereto. 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
receive  and  expend  federal  or  state  grants,  which  may  become 
available  during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  also  to  accept  and  ex- 
pend money  from  any  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  to 
be  used  for  purposes  for  which  the  town  may  legally  appropriate 
money;  provided:  (1)  that  such  grants  and  other  monies  do  not  re- 
quire the  expenditure  of  other  town  funds,  (2)  that  a  public  hearing 
shall  be  held  by  the  Selectmen  prior  to  the  receipt  and  expenditure 
of  such  grants  and  monies,  and  (3)  that  such  items  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  provisions  of  RSA  32  relative  to  limitation  and  expen- 
diture of  town  monies,  all  as  provided  by  RSA  31:95b,  or  act  in 
relation  thereto. 

21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  money  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  town,  or  act  in 
relation  thereto. 

22.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
the  meeting.

Before  consideration  of  any  budget  items  this  year,  it  should  be  noted 
that  there  is  expected  to  be  a  sizeable  decrease  in  anticipated  income  to 
the  town.  This  fact,  in  effect,  will  substantially  enlarge  all  increases  in 
budget  items  and  have  a  large  bearing  on  acceptance  or  defeat  of  all 
money  articles  in  the  warrant. 

With  this  in  mind,  the  Finance  Committee  makes  the  following 
recommendations : 

SCHOOL  WARRANT 

We  recommend  the  budget  as  is. 

We  are  in  favor  of  the  installation  of  some  form  of  storm  windows,  the 
final  figure  being  unsure  as  of  our  meeting,  but  being  in  the  vicinity  of 
$9,000.00.  We  are  also  in  favor  of  the  insulation  of  the  inside  of  the  north 
wall  as  an  energy  saving  device. 

TOWN  WARRANT 

We  recommend  the  budget  as  is. 

As  much  as  we  would  like  to  see  the  town  acquire  the  Daniels  land,  we 
cannot  recommend  purchase  at  this  price  at  this  time. 

We  also  feel  that  the  installation  of  a  fire  alarm  system  in  the  town 
buildings  is  a  good  one.  However,  as  the  school  buildings  are  not  included 
and  priced  in  this  figure,  we  cannot  recommend  at  this  time. 

All  of  the  other  money  articles,  town  hall  repair,  septic  system 
insulation,  fire  department  landscape,  real  estate  update,  and  dispatch 
center  are  recommended.

Librarian's  Annual  Report 
Year  Ending  December  31,  1981 

This  certainly  was  an  exciting  year  for  the  Library  as  our  long- 
awaited  addition  became  a  reality.  We  not  only  have  a  new  building  but 
thanks  to  the  generous  gift  from  Beulah  and  Reg  Hayes  we  were  able  to 
furnish  it  as  well.  Ground  was  broken  for  the  construction  in  June;  by 
July  it  was  necessary  to  move  part  of  our  collection  to  temporary 
quarters.  We  greatly  appreciate  the  Souhegan  National  Bank  for  allowing 
us  to  use  part  of  their  building  for  a  temporary  home  to  continue  opera- 
tions during  the  construction.  By  November  the  new  addition  and  renova- 
tions were  sufficiently  complete  for  us  to  move  in.  Many  volunteers  made 
the  move  unbelievably  easy  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library  coordinated 
hours  of  work  reshelving  books.  Finally  we  were  back  to  our  regular 
schedule  after  being  closed  for  only  a  few  days. 

Most  of  our  energy  focused  on  our  new  quarters  but  on  the  State  level 
changes  were  made  which  will  affect  us.  New  library  legislation  was 
passed  which  eliminated  the  statewide  borrower's  card.  In  order  to  cut 
costs  at  the  State  level  the  district  offices  were  consolidated  and  the  book- 
mobiles were  eliminated.  Future  plans  call  for  van  delivery  of  materials. 
These  cuts  plus  the  affect  of  inflation  on  the  number  of  books  we  can  pur- 
chase make  the  Hillstown  Cooperative  very  necessary.  This  year  we 
borrowed  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  books  and  periodicals  from  neigh- 
boring towns. 

Volunteers  deserve  special  thanks  this  year  ~  the  faithful  few  who 
keep  the  school  library  functioning  and  the  many  who  pitched  in  to  help 
with  our  move.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  supported  the  building 
project  with  time  and  money.  Library  friends  share  the  town's  sorrow  at 
the  passing  of  Reg  Hayes.  He  served  the  Library  as  a  volunteer,  Trustee 
and  fund  raiser  extraordinaire.  His  auctioneering  expertise  made  it 
possible  for  the  Friends  to  contribute  to  many  library  projects. 

As  we  look  ahead  to  the  new  year,  we're  looking  forward  to  our  grand 
opening  and  to  a  gradual  expansion  of  hours  and  services.  Please  come  in 
and  see  our  beautiful  new  home  and  get  acquainted  or  reacquainted  with 
your  library.

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ANIMAL  CONTROL  OFFICER'S   REPORT 
FOR  1981 

During  1981  there  was  a  total  of  12  stray  dogs  picked  up  in  the  Town  of 
New  Boston.  Of  the  126  other  calls  I  received,  46  were  for  dogs  lost  from 
their  owners.  Time  would  be  saved  for  all  concerned  if  all  dogs  were 
licensed  by  May  1.  Extra  paper  work  and  late  fines  would  be  eliminated 
also.  Check  local  newspapers  in  April  for  the  Rabies  Clinic  held  in  New 
Boston. 

I  received  33  complaint  calls,  many  of  which  were  settled  between 
neighbors  in  a  relatively  short  period.  However,  I  find  there  are  a  number 
of  the  dog  population  running  on  the  school  grounds.  Children  have  been 
jumped  on  and  hurt  and  had  their  lunches  taken  by  these  dogs.  Please 
help  prevent  such  problems  by  keeping  your  dog  at  home  during  school 
hours. 

Often  time  unwanted  cats  and  dogs  are  victims  of  human  thoughtless- 
ness and  irresponsibility.  Of  the  calls  I  received,  47  were  concerning  dogs 
found,  dogs  hit  by  cars  and  cats  dropped  off.  If  you  have  a  stray  cat,  con- 
tact the  Animal  Rescue  League  of  Goffstown  and  make  arrangements  to 
take  the  animal  in.  If  you  are  interested  in  adopting  a  pet  or  need  infor- 
mation on  the  spay/neuter  programs,  the  Animal  Rescue  League  is  eager 
to  assist  in  any  way  they  can. 

Humane  Societies  all  over  the  country  work  to  prevent  the  suffering  of 
all  animals.  Laws  are  enacted  to  protect  their  welfare.  Concerned  and 
dedicated  persons  strive  to  eradicate  such  injustices  as  organized  dog- 
fighting,  the  use  of  animals  for  toxic  experimental  purposes,  puppy  mills 
for  pet  stores,  the  raising  of  Production-Line  livestock  and  the  threat  in 
the  area  of  wildlife. 

It  is  impossible  for  any  one  person  to  handle  all  these  problems.  There 
is  a  way  to  keep  it  simple.  DO  YOUR  PART  AND  BE  A  RESPONSIBLE 
PET  OWNER.

HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

The  principal  problem  for  the  Health  Officer  during  1981  was  the 
revelation  that  many  of  our  Class  5  roads  had  been  contaminated  by  poly- 
chlorinated  biphenyl  compounds  (PCBs).  These  toxic  materials,  which 
have  become  of  major  public  health  concern,  are  found  in  waste  oil.  The 
oil  which  was  used  on  town  roads  in  1980  contained  significant  amounts. 
PCBs  will  not  go  away.  They  don't  leach  out  of  road  sand,  and  they  don't 
decompose.  Therefore,  they  will  be  with  us  for  a  long  time.  When  inhaled 
with  road  dust  they  remain  in  the  human  body  for  the  life  of  the  person. 
Therefore  dust  control  near  residences  on  contaminated  roads  has 
become  more  important  than  ever.  Calcium  chloride  seems  to  be  the  only 
substitute  for  oil  and  it  is,  unfortunately,  expensive  and  somewhat  cor- 
rosive. 

There  were  more  water  samples  showing  abnormal  numbers  of 
bacteria  and  fewer  with  high  salt  content  than  previously.  There  was  no 
evidence  of  human  sewage  contamination  in  any  tested  water  supply. 
Arsenic  content  turned  out  not  to  be  a  real  problem.

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AUDITORS'  REPORT 

The  undersigned  have  audited  the  town  accounts  made  available  to  us 
and  we  find  no  major  discrepancies.  However,  we  find  that  the  require- 
ment to  audit  these  accounts  at  the  end  of  every  year  defeats  the  purpose 
of  an  audit.  It  is  our  opinion  that  in  order  to  conduct  an  independent  audit, 
these  accounts  should  be  made  available  for  audit  anytime  during  the 
calendar  year.  We  also  feel  that  this  would  reduce  the  workload  of  the 
town  officers  at  a  very  busy  time  of  the  year. 

In  addition,  the  following  area  is  highlighted: 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  State  Statutes  limit  the  number  of 
paying  agents  to  one,  the  Town  Treasurer.  An  exception  has  been  granted 
for  the  Road  Agent  so  that  payroll  can  be  met  promptly.  The  library  is 
regulated  by  separate  statute  which  grants  a  Treasurer's  function. 
However,  we  find  more  paying  agents  than  the  two  exceptions  and  this 
creates  a  difficult  auditing  task.

New  Boston  Planning  Board 
REPORT  ON  THE  MASTER  PLAN 

The  Planning  Board  would  like  to  report  on  the  progress  it  has  made 
on  the  Master  Plan  for  New  Boston  so  that  its  citizens  can  be  informed  on 
what  has  been  accomplished  over  this  past  year  and  what  its  goals  are  for 
the  coming  year. The  Master  Plan  can  be  broken  up  into  two  categories: 
first,  the  Basic  Studies  which  gives  us  the  history  and  trends  of  the  town's 
economic  and  civic  growth  throughout  the  years;  second,  the  Com- 
prehensive Plan  which  will  try  to  establish  guidelines  for  future  economic 
and  community  growth  in  the  coming  years  based  on  the  town's  and  its 
citizens  needs  and  desires. 

Work  has  been  mainly  focused  on  the  first  category  during  this  past 
year.  Drawn  up  in  their  final  forms  have  been  the  acknowledgement, 
preface,  and  history  of  the  town  for  the  basic  studies  index.  We  have 
received  detailed  reports  from  the  road  agent  and  the  police  department 
on  their  past  and  present  status.  We  have  received  and  collected  reports 
and  background  information  on  community  facilities,  such  as  the  library, 
post  office,  churches,  cemeteries,  town  hall,  school,  and  open  space  and 
recreational  facilities.  The  following  maps  of  the  town  have  been  com- 
pleted: floodplain,  base,  topographic  and  soil  survey. 

Data  and  information  still  in  the  process  of  being  gathered  are  land 
use  and  classification  information,  and  trends  and  reports  from  a  few 
other  departments  that  are  of  service  to  the  town.  This  coming  year  the 
board  hopes  to  begin  and  all  but  complete  the  final  phase  of  the  Master 
Plan,  that  being  the  Comprehensive  Plan,  with  the  help  of  the  Southern 
New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  with  whom  it  has  a  contract  for 
advice  and  assistance  in  compiling  and  implementing  all  of  the  informa- 
tion it  has  gathered  in  the  basic  studies.

At  the  request  of  the  Planning  Board,  and  under  the  terms  of  the 
"Professional  Services  Agreement",  a  "Cluster  Residential 
Development"  proposal  (zoning  ordinance  amendment)  was  pre- 
pared and  discussed,  in  depth,  at  the  required  public  hearings. 
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South  Branch  Piscataquog  River  Management  Study 

Since  July,  1981,  the  Commission  has  been  engaged  in  the  development 
of  a  river  area  resource  use  and  protection  plan  for  the  South  Branch  of 
the  Pisacataquog  River  (New  Boston,  Francestown  and  Lyndeborough). 
Funding  for  the  study  was  provided  by  the  Heritage  Conservation 
Recreation  Service  under  a  contract  between  the  Commission  and  the 
New  Hampshire  Office  of  State  Planning  (OSP). 

The  Piscataquog  project,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  New  Hampshire,  will 
test  recommended  procedures  for  the  preparation  of  resource  use  and 
management  plans  as  they  are  outlined  in  the  OSP  publication  "Wild, 
Scenic  and  Recreational  Rivers  for  New  Hampshire". 

The  management  study  will  promote  the  river  corridor's  natural 
resources  and  recreational  values,  and  will  be  used  to  set  priorities  for 
river  conservation  actions  by  local  organizations  and  in  master  planning 
and  zoning.  Because  this  is  a  demonstration  project,  the  South  Branch 
Piscataquog  Study  will  produce  information  on  intermunicipal  river 
management  techniques  which  will  be  available  to  communities  through- 
out New  Hampshire. 

The  River  Area  Planning  Committee,  an  active  group  representing 
landowner,  watershed,  town  board,  preservation,  conservation,  recrea- 
tion, and  commercial  interests  has  been  working  with  Commission  staff. 
The  Committee  membership,  residents  of  three  different  towns,  realizes 
that  they  have  common  interests  that  can  be  addressed  through  the 
cooperative  management  of  a  common  resource.

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the 
statutory  and  contractual  obligations  of  the  District. 


7.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens 
of  New  Boston 

I  herewith  submit  my  1981  report  concerning  the  New  Boston  Central 
School. 

The  1981  New  Boston  Accountability  program  is  the  result  of  months  of 
effort  by  teachers  and  administrators  representing  the  schools  in  School 
Administrative  Unit  #19.  The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  present  informa- 
tion about  the  educational  progress  of  its  students  to  the  citizens  of  New 
Boston. 

During  the  week  of  May  25, 1981,  all  students  in  Grade  4  participated  in 
a  testing  program  which  assessed  students'  abilities  in  reading,  writing, 
mathematics,  and  United  States  and  New  Hampshire  history  and  govern- 
ment. Students  in  Grade  4  were  tested  in  all  three  areas  and  were  also 
asked  to  complete  a  writing  sample. 

The  staff  and  administration  of  the  New  Boston  Central  School  will  use 
the  results  of  this  testing  program  to  provide: 

1.  A  comprehensive  measure  of  student  performance  in  relation  to  the 
essential  student  outcomes; 

2.  A  basis  for  curriculum  revision  and  changes  in  resource  allocation; 

3.  A  means  of  identifying  those  students  whose  scores  indicate  a  need 
for  program  changes  and/or  remedial  attention. 

The  tests  used  in  this  assessment  reflect  only  a  portion  of  the  school 
curriculum,  because  the  assessment  program  is  not  intended  as  a  means 
of  judging  the  adequacy  of  the  total  educational  program.  The  results 
provide  a  profile  on  how  well  New  Boston  Central  School  students  are 
able  to  demonstrate  certain  targeted  skills  and  knowledge  in  reading, 
mathematics,  writing,  and  United  States  and  New  Hampshire  history  and 
government. 

The  summary  which  follows  is  a  report  of  the  average  performances 
of  pupils  who  were  tested.  The  basis  for  the  test  content  in  each  subject 
area  was  developed  by  committees  of  S.A.U.  #19  teachers  for  grades  4,  8 
and  11.  The  test  questions  attempted  to  evaluate  the  average  achieve- 
ment level  of  all  pupils  in  a  particular  grade. 

The  teacher  committees  first  developed  essential  student  outcomes 
and  performance  indicators  which  served  as  goal  statements  and 
learning  objectives  from  which  the  tests  were  then  developed.  The  S.A.U. 
#19  planning  group,  made  up  of  teachers,  board  members  and  ad- 
ministrators from  all  S.A.U.  districts  reviewed  the  work  of  the  commit- 
tees after  which  each  School  Board  in  the  S.A.U.  adopted  the  goals  and 
objectives. 

After  the  tests  were  administered  in  late  May,  1981,  they  were  scored 
and  the  results  printed  at  the  computer  center  at  Goffstown  Area 
Junior/Senior  High  School.  The  test  results  in  each  subject  area  are  sum- 
marized as  follows: 
A.  Mathematics 

The  grade  4  math  test  consisted  of  40  multiple  choice  questions  that 

were  based  upon  12  objectives.  37  students  were  tested  and  they 

showed  proficiency  in  applying  computational  skills  and  using  basic 
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math  operations.  Student  performance  in  solving  word  problems  and 
applying  geometric  concepts  was  somewhat  lower.  Reading  a 
temperature  scale,  determining  fractional  parts  and  solving  two  step 
word  problems  involving  money  presented  the  most  difficult 
challenges  for  these  students. 

B.  Language  Arts 

The  grade  4  Language  Arts  test  consisted  of  81  multiple  choice  ques- 
tions that  were  based  upon  11  objectives.  Students  showed  greatest 
proficiency  in  phonic  analysis  and  word  structure  which  includes  con- 
sonant sounds,  vowel  sounds  and  combinations,  forming  contractions 
and  syllables.  Performance  was  lower  in  comprehension,  alpha- 
betizing, paragraph  organization  and  punctuation.  Many  students 
experienced  difficulty  with  questions  aimed  at  dictionary  skills. 

C.  United  States  and  New  Hampshire  History  and  Government 

The  grade  4  Social  Studies  test  consisted  of  44  multiple  choice  ques- 
tions that  were  based  upon  10  objectives.  Students  demonstrated  a 
general  knowledge  of  New  Hampshire  location  and  climate,  and  per- 
formed well  on  questions  relating  to  finding  information,  the  structure 
and  functions  of  local  government  and  historical  sequence  and  cause 
and  effect.  Students'  knowledge  of  famous  persons  in  N.H.  history  was 
limited,  and  they  had  difficulty  with  questions  relating  to  the  change 
process  in  history.  The  latter  may  be  explained,  perhaps,  by  the  fact 
that  change  is  a  relatively  abstract  concept  for  a  4th  grade  student. 
As  the  final  step  in  the  accountability  process,  a  committee  of  teachers 
and  administrators  has  prepared  a  management  plan  by  which  the  school 
district  will  respond  to  the  learning  needs  revealed  by  the  assessment. 
This  plan  will  be  presented  to  the  School  Board  and  will  contain  recom- 
mendations in  the  areas  of  curriculum,  staff  development  and  instruc- 
tional resource  needs.  Students  in  grades  4,  8  and  11  will  be  tested  each 
May  in  order  to  measure  improvement  in  performance. 

SPECIAL   NEEDS 

As  a  result  of  the  passage  of  Federal  and  State  Statutory  requirements 
governing  the  education  of  handicapped  persons,  local  school  districts 
have  had  to  adopt  policy  and  implement  programs  to  ensure  that  they 
were  in  full  compliance  with  the  mandates  of  these  laws.  This  has  had  a 
serious  impact  on  local  education  agencies,  referred  to  as  the  LEA.  In 
light  of  this  fact  it  seems  fitting  at  this  time  to  share  with  you  a  brief  sum- 
mary of  the  imposing  laws  and  how  New  Boston  is  responding  to  the 
issues  involved  in  providing  the  learning  environments  called  for  in  each 
of  our  schools. 

With  the  passage  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  many  issues  that  were 
brushed  under  the  rug  in  the  past  became  court  issues  that  required 
definition  and  legislative  response.  In  1973  Public  Law  93-112  "The 
Rehabilitation  Act"  was  passed.  Section  504  of  this  law  was  very  specific 
in  its  interpretation  of  the  rights  of  the  handicapped  citizen  and  was  in 
fact  the  first  law  to  protect  the  civil  rights  of  handicapped  people.  In 
order  to  interpret  the  Department  of  Education's  plan  to  meet  its  respon- 
sibilities under  section  504  of  this  act,  Public  Law  94-142  "The  Education 
for  All  Handicapped  Children  Act"  was  enacted  in  1975.  This  law  spelled 
out  to  states  the  regulations  of  the  law  and  required  that  each  state

develop  and  submit  Standards  to  insure  full  compliance  by  the  individual 
state  with  the  requisite  legislation.  These  Standards  became  binding 
upon  all  persons  and  public  and  private  agencies  providing  or  having  the 
responsibility  for  meeting  the  educational  needs  of  handicapped  students. 
In  New  Hampshire  the  Standards  grew  directly  out  of  the  legislative 
mandates  which  require  a  free  and  appropriate  public  educational  ser- 
vice for  any  person  deemed  to  be  educationally  handicapped  by  their 
local  school  district  in  order  to  assist  these  people  to  achieve  their  poten- 
tial in  society.  It  bears  mentioning  at  this  point  that  New  Hampshire  was 
one  of  the  few  states  that  had  state  legislation  as  far  back  as  the  year  1965 
which  made  it  obligatory  that  handicapped  persons  be  provided  with 
educational  programs. 

In  New  Hampshire  the  LEA  has  the  responsibility  of  providing  educa- 
tional services  to  all  children  who  reside  in  their  geographic  area  of 
responsibility  under  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  relating  to  Public  School 
Chapters  193  and  194,  Section  193:4,  193:14  and  194:27.  Effective  July  1, 
1965  the  following  declaration  of  Purpose  was  stated  under  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated  relating  to  Public  School  Chapter  186A:1: 

"It  Is  Hereby  Declared  To  Be  The  Policy  Of  The  State  To  Pro- 
vide The  Best  And  Most  Effective  Education  Possible  To  All  Handi- 
capped Children  In  New  Hampshire." 

The  New  Hampshire  Legislature  met  to  review  R.S.A.  Chapter  186  in 
an  effort  to  be  more  definitive  in  meeting  the  requirements  of  federal 
laws  and  to  assess  and  implement  a  source  of  funding  to  carry  out  the 
mandates  of  these  laws.  On  July  1, 1981,  under  a  new  piece  of  legislation, 
Chapter  186-C  became  effective.  This  R.S.A.  under  Section  186-C:1 
declared  it  to  be  the  policy  of  the  state  that  all  children  in  New  Hampshire 
be  provided  with  equal  educational  opportunities,  stating  it  to  be  the  pur- 
pose of  this  chapter  to  insure  that  the  state  board  of  education  and  the 
school  districts  of  the  state  provide  a  free  and  appropriate  public  educa- 
tion for  all  educationally  handicapped  children. 

The  definition  of  an  educationally  handicapped  child  under  this  law 
means  any  person  3  years  of  age  or  older  but  less  than  21  years  of  age  who 
has  been  identified  and  evaluated  by  a  school  district  according  to  the 
provisions  of  R.S.A.  186-C: 7  and  determined  to  be  mentally  retarded, 
hearing  impaired,  speech  or  language  impaired  or  both,  visually 
impaired,  seriously  emotionally  disturbed,  orthopedically  impaired, 
otherwise  severely  health  impaired,  deaf-blind,  multihandicapped,  or  as 
having  specific  learning  disabilities,  who  because  of  such  impairments 
needs  special  education  or  special  education  and  educationally  related 
services. 

The  following  synopsis  of  programming  in  New  Boston  will  give  a 
capsulated  insight  into  how  our  schools  are  meeting  the  needs  of  our  com- 
munity's children  who  have  been  found  to  be  educationally  handicapped. 

NEW   BOSTON   CENTRAL   SCHOOL 
Darrell  Lockwood,  Principal 

The  resource  room  teacher  at  New  Boston  Central  School  provides 
service  to  those  students  who  have  been  evaluated  and  found  to  be  in  need 
of  special  education.  The  prescribed  programs  are  usually  modified 
plans  which  can  be  carried  out  in  the  regular  classroom;  however,  there 
are  some  areas  of  deficiency  which  require  specific  methods  and 
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strategies  which  the  special  education  teacher  employs  in  the  resource 
room  setting.  If  a  child  needs  related  services,  i.e.  speech  therapy,  coun- 
seling, occupational  therapy  or  physical  therapy  in  order  to  insure  suc- 
cess in  carrying  out  his/her  educational  plan,  then  this  is  required  by  law 
and  provided  as  a  support  to  his/her  academic  curriculum.  The  resource 
room  provides  a  learning  environment  for  twenty -one  students  who  make 
use  of  this  area  on  a  daily  basis. 

The  students  who  require  special  programs  and  are  attending  Goffs- 
town  Area  Jr./Sr.  High  School  receive  their  individual  programs  through 
the  services  of  certified  special  educators  who  are  members  of  that  staff. 
Related  services  which  are  provided  at  the  elementary  level  are  also 
available  to  students  at  the  Jr./Sr.  High  School  level  when  indicated  as 
necessary  through  evaluation. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and  cooperation 
provided  me  by  the  administrator,  teachers,  school  board,  and  citizens  of 
New  Boston.  Without  this  assistance  and  cooperation,  many  of  the  things 
accomplished  would  have  been  left  undone,  and  I  look  forward  to  another 
prosperous  year  -  a  year  of  continued  cooperation.

COMMITTEE  FOR  ACQUISITION  OF  DANIELS  LAND 

Pursuant  to  the  vote  at  the  1981  School  District  meeting,  Moderator 
David  Woodbury  appointed  this  committee  for  the  purpose  of  negotiation 
with  Victor  Daniels  for  the  purchase  of  his  real  estate  adjacent  to  the 
present  New  Boston  Central  School.

An  immunization  audit  was  done  on  each  student  as  required  by  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire  in  the  fall  of  1980.  Recommendations  and 
updates  were  discussed  with  parents. 

Dr.  Albert  Snay,  school  physician,  conducted  physical  exams  in 
October  for  all  4th  graders  and  transfer  students.  Forty-nine  students 
were  examined. 

Programs  on  Feminine  Hygiene  and  Puberty  were  given  to  girls  in 
grades  4  -  6  appropriate  to  their  age  level.  Boys  in  grades  5  and  6  also  had 
films  and  discussions  on  puberty. 

Scoliosis  Screening  for  early  detection  of  curvature  of  the  spine  was 
initiated  in  grades  5  and  6. 
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Nutrition  programs  for  all  grades  were  made  available  from  UNH  and 
the  NH  Dairy  Council.  Fourth  Graders  enjoyed  a  brief  Self -Awareness 
Program. 

I  began  a  Health  class  for  5th  graders  which  continued  bi-monthly 
through  the  school  year. 

In  May,  a  preschool  vision  and  hearing  screening  clinic  was  sponsored 
by  NH  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare  and  Little  People's  Depot  Kin- 
dergarten. A  total  of  30  children  were  checked  and  3  were  found  to  be  in 
need  of  glasses.  Early  detection  works! 

A  Basic  First  Aid  course  was  given  to  6th  graders  and  37  certificates 
were  awarded  at  graduation.  A  section  on  drugs  and  drug  abuse  was 
added  this  year. 

As  the  school  year  ends,  I  feel  fortunate  to  live  and  work  in  our  special 
town  of  New  Boston  and  to  be  a  small  part  of  the  growth  and  learning  pro- 
cess of  the  children.  Thank  you  for  your  help  and  support.

Moderator  Woodbury  proceeded  to  read  the  Warrant  to  the  fifty  voters 
present. 

Article  I 

Cathy  Strausbaugh  made  a  motion  that  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer  and  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or 
agents  of  the  District  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  This  was 
seconded  by  Gail  Parker  and  noted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  II 

Gail  Parker  moved  that  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or 
officers  chosen  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  Robert  Nor- 
mandin seconded  and  the  motion  passed. 

Article  III 

Robert  Normandin  moved  to  pass  over  Article  III,  seconded  by  Cathy 
Strausbaugh  and  the  motion  passed. 

Article  IV 

Cathy  Strausbaugh  made  a  motion  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
make  application  for  and  accept  on  behalf  of  the  District,  any  or  all 
grants  or  offers  for  educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be 
forthcoming  from  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and/or  the  United  States. 
Motion  seconded  by  Howard  Town  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  V 

Gail  Parker  made  a  motion  that  the  District  appropriate  $25,000  for 
deficit  spending  for  the  1980-81  school  year  for  tuition  cost  overrun.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Cathy  Strausbaugh. 

Gail  Parker  explained  that  there  had  been  an  unexpended  balance 
which  was  paid  back  to  Goffstown.  There  was  a  higher  pupil  enrollment 
than  expected,  therefore,  $16,000  was  due  for  1979-80  school  year,  and 
$9,000  due  for  the  1980-81  school  year.  After  discussion  the  motion  was 
voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  VI 

Robert  Normandin  moved  that  the  District  appropriate  a  sum  of  $5,200 
to  install  night  set-back  heating  controls  to  balance  and  calibrate  the 
existing  heating  system,  and  to  overhaul  the  burner.  Cathy  Strausbaugh 
seconded  the  motion  which  was  then  explained  by  the  Board.  Motion 
passed. 
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Article  VII 

Robert  Normandin  moved  that  the  District  appropriate  $900  for  the  in- 
stallation of  an  "enertrol"  system  and  a  hot  water  heater.  Clovis  Gentil- 
homme  seconded  the  motion.  Following  a  short  discussion  this  motion 
passed. 

Article  VIII 

Cathy  Strausbaugh  moved  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate 
$805,025  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  School 
District  officials  and  agents  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  and  con- 
tractual obligations  of  the  District.  Gail  Parker  seconded. 

The  School  Board  presented  a  detailed  explanation  of  the  proposed 
budget  as  it  appeared  in  the  Town  Report  (as  requested  at  last  year's 
meeting). 

There  was  a  16%  overall  increase  mostly  being  attributed  to  tuition 
rates.  There  were  many  questions  from  the  audience  and  answered  by 
the  Board  members. 

Elliott  Hersey  called  attention  to  the  Finance  Committee's  recommen- 
dation and  moved  to  amend  the  motion  by  cutting  the  budget  figure 
$14,002.  Seconded  by  Paula  LeBaron.  The  amendment  passed.  The  main 
motion  of  a  budget  figure  $791,023  was  voted  and  passed. 

The  assembly  was  then  asked  to  return  to  Article  III.  Tom  Mansfield 
moved  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  five  member  committee  consisting 
of  at  least  1  selectman,  1  school  board  member,  and  1  Conservation  Com- 
mittee member  to  study  feasibility  of  purchasing  the  whole,  or  any  por- 
tion of  land  which  is  adjacent  to  the  school,  belonging  to  Victor  Daniels. 
Committee  findings  and  recommendations  are  to  be  reported  at  the  1981 
School  District  meeting.  Wayne  Daniels  seconded. 

Gail  Parker  spoke  to  the  motion  and  stated  the  Board  was  aware  of  the 
land  and  had  contacted  Mr.  Daniels  each  year  to  convey  the  school's  in- 
terest in  the  property.  It  is  felt  that  the  School  District  would  have  first 
refusal  on  the  land  if  a  sale  was  expected.  The  motion  passed  in  the  affir- 
mative. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  10 :  10 
p.m.
